Woodstock, New Hampshire 
March 13, 1984 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by D. Kenneth 
Chapman, Moderator. A motion was made by Dan Barry to dispense 
with the reading of the entire warrant, seconded by Deanna Mackay. 
Affirmative vote-unanimous. 


A motion was made by Fred Lee and seconded by Austie Mellet to 
open the polls for voting. 


The business meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by D. Ken- 
neth Chapman, Moderator. He noted the rules to be followed: no one 
is allowed to speak on any issue unless recognized by the Moderator. 
Please stand and identify yourself when you speak. To vote on an 
issue your name must be on the checklist. The motion made earlier in 
the day with regard to dispensing with the reading of the entire war- 
rant still carried.

Article #2 Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of One Million, Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1 ,600,000.00) 
for the purpose of constructing improvements to the Town of 
Woodstock’s water system, such sum to be raised as follows: 1). a 
Four Hundred Thousand Dollar ($400,000.00) Community Block 
Grant from the Department of Housing and Urban Development; 2). 
such other funds that may be available from the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration or any other state or federal agency to a maximum of Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00); and 3). to raise a sum not 
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to exceed Nine Hundred Thousand Dollars ($900,000.00) by the is- 
suance of Serial Bonds or notes under and in compliance with the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA 33.1 et. seq., as 
amended). To authorize the selectmen to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to 
take such other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, 
negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the 
best interest of the Town of Woodstock, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Bob Bujeaud. 
A discussion followed concerning connecting on to the Woodstock 
system, the Grandview site, running a water line down Route 175 
south from the well site entrance, a new water main to run from the 
well north on Route 3 to the Alpine property and a continued effort to 
work with the Town of Lincoln Water Study Committee. The polls 
opened at 8:35 P.M. and closed at 9:55 P.M. Vote in the affirmative on 
a secret written ballot. In favor-50; opposed-18. 


Article #3 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property taken on tax titles. So moved by Noel 
Frame, seconded by Wilfred Ayotte. Vote in the affirmative-unanim- 
ous. 


Article #4 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. So moved by 
Charles Harrington, seconded by Fred Lee. Vote in the affirmative- 
unanimous. 


Article #5 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Col- 
lector to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) or a multiple of ten. So moved by Carol Frost, seconded by 
Michael Conklin. Vote in the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #6 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by 
town meeting, money from the state, federal or other governmental 
unit or private source that may become available during the fiscal year 
in compliance with RSA 31-95-b (supp.). So moved by Michael Con- 
klin, seconded by Fred Lee. Vote in the affirmative with some oppos- 
ition. 

Article #7 To see if the Town will vote to apply Fifteen 
Thousand Nine Hundred Fifty Dollars ($15,950.00) of Revenue Shar- 
ing Funds as an offset to be applied against the town’s incinerator 


bonded debt. So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Stan 
Hilliard. Vote in the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #8 To see if the Town will vote to apply Thirteen 
Thousand Dollars ($13,000.00) of Revenue Sharing Funds for fire 
truck repairs. So moved by Wilfred Ayotte, seconded by Carol Muel- 
ler. Vote in the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #9 Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the provision of 
Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated as amended relating to 
playing beano in the Town of Woodstock, and that the following ques- 
tion be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting: “Shall the 
provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, relative to playing games of Beano be adopted in the 
town?” Yes-53; No-18. 


Article #10 To see if the town will vote to place Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund. So moved by James Fadden Jr., seconded by Charles Har- 
rington. A discussion followed with Charles Harrington making a mo- 
tion to amend the amount to $15,000.00, seconded by Carol Frost, 
vote in the affirmative. A vote was then taken on the amended article 
which was as follows: To see if the town will vote to place Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital 
Reserve Fund. Vote is in the affirmative-some opposition. 


Article #11 To see if the Town will appoint the Selectmen as 
agents authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease of 
a replacement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situa- 
tion. So moved by Bob Bujeaud, seconded by Charles Harrington. 
Vote in the affirmative-some opposition. 


Article #12 To see if the Town will vote to establish a trust fund 
in accordance with RSA 31:19-a for the purpose of purchasing addi- 
tional cemetery land or the maintenance and care of all cemeteries, 
both income and principal of said trust fund may be spent for this pur- 
pose; and to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Seven 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($8,750.00), Five Thousand Seven Hundred 
Fifty Dollars ($5,750.00) (or whatever amount the fund has ap- 
preciated to at the time of transfer) to be transferred from the Trustees 
of the Trust Funds and Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to be from 
reserve fund balance, which funds originated from insurance pro- 


ceeds. So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Deborah Show- 
alter. Vote in the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #13 Tosee if the Town shall call upon the Governor and 
Executive Council, its state representative(s), and state senator to 
promptly convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric 
rates resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, 
businesses, schools and agencies in the Town of Woodstock, and to di- 
rect the Selectmen to promptly notify our above listed elected offi- 
cials of the Town’s desire. So moved by Carol Frost, seconded by Fred 
Lee. The article was defeated. 


Article #14 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 
So moved by Fred Lee, seconded by Theda Bujeaud. Vote in the affir- 
mative-unanimous. 


Article #15 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate and sell the parcel of land next to the North 
Woodstock School for a price of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00), 
said sum realized from the sale to be used for playground replace- 
ment; further, to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint a com- 
mittee to study a feasible alternate location, said Committee to report 
their findings by September 1, 1984 to the Selectmen and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to act upon the committee recommendation 
without further action by town meeting. So moved by Charles Har- 
rington, seconded by Wallace Ward. After discussion, Robert Keating 
made a motion to amend the amount to $12,000.00, seconded by 
Richard Williams. Amendment-defeated. A secret written ballot was 
then taken on the original article as written. Vote in the affirmative. 
Yeas-47; Nay-18. 


Article #16 To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action 
taken at Town Meeting on March 9, 1982 relative to the semi-annual 
collection of taxes. So moved by Theda Bujeaud, seconded by Carol 
Frost. Vote in the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #17 To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to layout town roads, pursuant to RSA 231:28-34, inclu- 
sive, over the following exisiting private rights of ways located in the 
development known as “Lost Valley”; namely “Snow King Drive,” 
“Sun Dance Drive” theron, all as more particularly shown on the 
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plans of said development on record in the town office. (This article 
inserted upon written application of voters.) So moved by Gary 
Doenges, seconded by Etta Martin. A secret written vote was taken on 
this article. Vote in the affirmative-Yeas-54; nays-9. 


Article #18 Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. A motion was made by Carol Frost to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,099,450.00, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in 
the affirmative-unanimous. 


Article #19 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. 


There being no further business, a motion was made to adjourn at 
10:55 P.M. by Stan Hilliard and seconded by Deanna MacKay. Vote in 
the affirmative-unanimous.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Woodstock Town Hall in said

open at 10:00 A.M. and may not close prior to 6:00 P.M.; (2) business 
meeting to be held at the Town Hall at 7:30 P.M.) to act upon the fol- 
lowing: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
sell property taken on tax titles. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector. 
to receive part payments in any year in the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) 
or a multiple of ten. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend, without further action by town meeting, 
money from the state, federal or other governmental unit or private 
source that may become available during the fiscal year in compliance 
with RSA 31-95-b (supp). 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for water im- 
provements, to be funded entirely by Federal Grants. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to apply ten thousand two 
hundred seventy two dollars ($10,272.00) of Revenue Sharing Funds 
as an offset to be applied against the town’s incinerator bonded debt. 


Article 8.To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed twenty two thousand dollars ($22,000.00), for a Town 
Building-Library, eleven thousand dollars ($11,000.00) from Re- 
venue Sharing and eleven thousand dollars ($11,000.00) from Fed- 
eral or State Grants. 
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Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a Town Building-Library Committee to study alternate sites 
and proposals for said building and to report their findings to the 
Board of Selectmen by November 1, 1985 for further action by Town 
Meeting in 1986. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of one hundred eight thousand dollars ($108,000.00) for the pur- 
chase of a new fire truck, such sum to be raised as follows: (1) thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000.00) to be withdrawn from the Vehicle Re- 
placement Reserve Fund (2) seventy eight thousand ($78,000.00) to 
be funded by long term notes or bonds over a five year period. 


Article 13. To see if the town will appoint the selectmen as agents 
authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement Capital 
Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease of a re- 
placement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situation. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) for Civil Defense, one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) from a state or federal grant and two 
thousand dollars ($2,000.00) to be raised by taxes. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) for playground replace- 
ment, ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) from playground replace- 
ment fund and ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) from federal or state 
grants.

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ninety five thousand dollars ($95,000.00) to reconstruct Sun- 
dance Drive and Snow King Drive in the Lost Valley Development in 
accordance with RSA: 231:28 and to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row long term notes in accordance with Chapter 33. The full amount 
of the cost of the project to be reimbursed by the Lost Valley Lot Own- 
ers over a three year period in accordance with RSA: 231:29. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of eighty thousand dollars ($80,000.00) to reconstruct cul-de- 
sac’s, so-called, in the Lost Valley Development in accordance with 
RSA: 231:28 and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow long term 
notes in accordance with Chapter 33. The full amount of the cost of 
the project to be reimbursed by the Lost Valley Lot Owners over a 
three year period in accordance with RSA: 231:29 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate an 
additional amount of money, not to exceed four thousand one hundred 
four dollars ($4,104.00) as the Town of Woodstock’s full 40% share of 
a Cooperative Recreation Program with the Town of Lincoln. Contri- 
buted funds in 1985 to be used to defray the cost of the Recreation 
Program and full-time Recreation Director. (by petition) 


Article 20. To see if the town should further the goal of safe and af- 
fordable housing for Woodstock residents in light of the facts that land 
and building cost continue to rise, interest rates are out of sight for 
many resident ownership and maintenance of a home are increasingly 
difficult tasks, the existence of an older housing stock in town, the 
number of substandard units and the modest need for future housing. 
Substandard rental and owner occupied units should be improved 
through a program of rehabilitation and new construction utilizing av- 
ailable state and federal finance programs. To further these goals, to 
see if the town will vote the following: 

1. To authorize the Selectmen or their agents to apply for, accept and 
expend any funds available from any source for rehabilitation of 
existing substandard units, conversion to multi-family, or new 
construction. 


2. To establish a housing authority under RSA: 203 to study, recom- 
mend and carry out activities such as construction, reconstruction, 
improvement, sale or lease; including operation of housing pro- 
jects and a financial assistance program. (by petition) 
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Article 21. To see if the town will vote to accept a gift of the walk- 
way to Municipal Parking Lot. 


To see if the town will vote to accept Meadow Lane, so- 
called, as a town road.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of nine thousand four hundred fifty dollars ($9,450.00) as the 
town’s share of a bulldozer for the Lincoln-Woodstock Solid Waste 
Disposal facility and to issue a long term note in the amount of six 
thousand dollars ($6,000.00) to be repaid in a two year period. 


Article 25. To authorize the Selectmen to negotiate an option to pur- 
chase test well number 13 at the Grandview Development. 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
negotiate for the relocation of the roadway known as Morris Street. It 
will not be necessary to expend any public monies for this project. 


Article 27. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 


Article 28. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore the meeting.

Town Report for 1984 from 
North Country Council, Inc. 


Calendar year 1984 saw the North Country Council, Inc. observe 
its twelfth year of successful operation for towns in the North Coun- 
try. The Council, as a regional, non-profit, public planning agency 
chartered under NH RSA 36:45, is responsible for providing assist- 
ance in local community planning, economic development, solid 
waste, transportation, and municipal services. 


In Woodstock, the Council is administering the Town’s $400,000 
grant to improve the North Woodstock water supply and identified ad- 
ditional FmHA funding of a $900,000 loan and a $600,000 grant to 
permit distribution and storage improvements. The septage element 
of the Lincoln-Woodstock Solid Waste District Plan was prepared. 


We participated in Planning Board sessions on the pros and cons of 
zoning, and provided information and guidance in the areas of exca- 
vation, housing, and river protection. We supervised the Woodstock 
Vitalization Association’s Yankee Intern in researching land uses, 
parking patterns, traffic volumes, and other aspects of the commer- 
cial sector of North Woodstock Village. 


In economic development, the Council hosted in the spring two re- 
gion-wide economic development conferences with over 200 busi- 
ness, industry and government leaders attending. From the confer- 
ences, regional strategies were developed to address such issues as 
highway improvements, air service, regional promotion, 
mechanisms for regional communication, development funding, and 
regional job expansion. As an outgrowth of these conferences, the 
Council is presently coordinating the preparation of a North Country 
Videotape project, which, when complete, will examine the potential 
for industry to locate in the North County. The Videotape will be avail- 
able to Chambers of Commerce, local development corporations, and 
municipalities in order to promote their communities to businesses 
looking to expand or relocate in the North Country. 


The Council has provided information and guidance to several 
towns on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw 
well over $2.0 million in Community Development Block Grant 
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funds come to the region for such activities as housing rehabilitation, 
water and sewer system improvements, a downtown revitalization 
study, an industrial park feasibility study, and business revolving loan 
funds. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning 
and improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and 
commercial and residential growth in several towns have created busy 
work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many 
forms: regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and up- 
date, and assistance on a regular or one-time basis for subdivision and 
site plan applications. Subdivision review workshops were held in 
Littleton, Campton, and Dalton and we co-sponsored the Municipal 
Law lecture Series in Twin Mountain. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Coun- 
try towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and ap- 
preciate the involvement of town officials and residents and look for- 
ward to assisting your town this coming year.

During the past year the planning board ruled on 6 subdivisions. 
There has been a good deal of positive activity in our town. The 
Schoolhouse project was completed and the Alpine Village is moving 
along on schedule. We are fortunate to have these two developments. 
The board has been very busy attempting to regulate gravel pits. The 
board’s function in these matters is to coordinate among the state 
agencies compliance with all R.S.A.’s which are involved in excavat- 
ing and reclaiming gravel pits solely for use in highway development. 


The Conservation Commission has been re-formed with coopera- 
tion between the board and the selectmen. Charles Harrington has ag- 
reed to be chairman. This commission will be of great assistance to 
the board. 


Board members attended many meetings during the year, including 
the Law Lecture series and workshops. 


A study committee for zoning and housing has been formed, 
chaired by Carol Frost, representing the planning board; Bonnie Ham 
will represent the selectmen. Any interested resident wishing to serve 
on this study committee should contact Ms. Frost. 


Our flood plain is being studied by town, state, and federal agen- 
cies, for the purpose of upgrading insurance ratings and providing 
more detailed and acccurate maps to assist the board as the town 
grows. 


We have had to accept, with regret, the resignations of two of our 
members. Mr. Vin Osgood served as an alternate and his input was a 
great help. Miss Eleanor Parker also resigned, allowing herself more 
time to be in God’s service. She served as representative to North 
Country Council and as board historian. Her viewpoint as life-long re- 
sident was invaluable, and she will be greatly missed.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legis- 
lature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest fire 
prevention and suppression effort between city and town govern- 
ments and State government. It simply states that no open fire could 
be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without the written per- 
mission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that 
anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable for 
the damage caused and subject to a $1,000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has re- 
mained unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered 
with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Per- 
sons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable 
for damages caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a $1,000 
fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly 
to our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

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REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To The Citizens of Grafton County: 


Grafton County Commissioners submit the following report in a 
continued effort to communicate with you on a more direct basis. 


The county fiscal year 1985 tax rate to towns increased by 6.76%, 
mainly due to increased liabilities and mandates for services. One 
reason is that the child placement budget has escalated from $40,000 
in fiscal year 1982 to over $250,000 in fiscal year 1985. These costs 
are a direct result of RSA 169 when towns succeeded in getting laws 
changed to place financial responsibility on the counties. Also, the 
settlement statute, RSA 164, was changed regarding accumulating 
days for settlement, so that once the County has liability, the liability 
now remains with the County indefinitely. In addition, as experienced 
by towns and cities, the cost of nursing care has rapidly increased be- 
cause of reduced federal and state funding, and will continue to in- 
crease at the local level with property taxes funding more of these ser- 
vices in the future. 


We anticipate some budget relief with the new unified court system 
as soon as total costs of the court operations are fully funded by the 
State as intended in the legislation. 


Because of the increasing unfunded mandated services and the un- 
known nature of federal and state participation in those mandated ser- 
vices, it becomes more difficult each year to budget in a realistic man- 
ner - a problem shared in common with towns and cities. 


We are continuing energy conservation measures, with appreciable 
cost savings to the taxpayers. Window modification, with a five year 
payback, is one of our long term conservation measures, as well as 
modificiation to the heating control system. 


Correctional needs and facilities are continually monitored and re- 
viewed to comply with current standards and regulations. Studies 
have been completed and new construction was not recommended at 
this time. 


In accordance with federal revenue sharing requirements, all 
county facilities and services are regularly reviewed for compliance 
with handicap regulations. 
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The Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings every Monday 
and encourage public attendance. Grafton County budget is proces- 
sed through May and June and the Commissioners welcome input and 
strongly recommend your attendance at the public hearing normally 
held in mid-June.

We have examined the combined financial statements and the com- 
bining fund and account group financial statements of the Town of 
Woodstock, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 
31, 1983, as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and 
accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cir- 
cumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements refer- 
red to above do not include financial statements of the General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset 
Group of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained 
in the above paragraph, the combined financial statements and the 
combining fund and account group financial statements referred to 
above present fairly the financial position of the Town of Woodstock, 
New Hampshire at December 31, 1983, and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion 
on the combined financial statements taken as a whole and on the 
combining fund and account group financial statements. The accom- 
panying financial information listed as supplemental schedules in the 
table of contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and 
is not a required part of the combined financial statements of the Town 
of Woodstock, New Hampshire. The information has been subjected 
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to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the com- 
bined, combining fund and account group financial statements and, 
in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the 
combined financial statements taken as a whole.
